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Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding claims 1, 9 and 18, the applicant argues that Fujimoto does not anticipate the applicant's claimed 
invention, i.e., does not determine the document type (Remarks, pages 6-8). The examiner respectfully disagree, citing paragraphs 23, 25 
and 26 wherein, showing that data format is converted by the GDI.exe 12 and is presented to the DDI control secton 1 which determine 
the PDL type based on the user settting section 9 for the capability of the printer driver, i.e., the setting is inherently determining the 
document type to see if the PDL driver can handle the format type. Furthermore, the applicant is arguing that the Specification, page 4, 
lines 10-16 defines "document type" as a "specific file architeture such as, for example, 15 Adobe Photoshope, Microsoft Word, Microsoft 
Excel, Visio, Forms applications, and legacy applications (pre-1995 documents)", however, the examiner would like to point out to the 
applicant that the cited examples of "document types" are all application types and not "document type". Additionally, the examiner would 
like to cite paragraph 0009 of the official translation showing a method for recognizing the type of application program for generating the 
"document type" such as Microsoft Power Point, Microsoft Word, etc. as claimed by the applicant. 
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
